to the Nanuk when they crashed. 
They had removed one load of 
passengers and furs and were re- 
turning for a second.

Swcnson Trading company. 
Dog 
teams preceded the plane and will 
join in a search for the missing 
fliers.

OKLAHOMA FARMER CONFESSES 
TO BEATING NEIGHBOR DEATH 
DM ORDER TO SECURE HIS WIFE 


DURANT, Okla., Jan. 27.—UV- 


A. .1. Eastep, charged with murder 
in the deaths of his wife, Sarah, 
and Will Hughes, confessed here 
today he clubbed Hughes to death 
at. the latter's home the night, of 
November 26, but denied killing 
his wife, Puiel Taylor, sheriff, said. 


Eastep declared Ila Hughes, his 


alleged paramour and widow of 
Will Hughes, poisoned Mrs. Eas- 
tep. Mrs. Hughes previously had 
confessed to complicity in her bus- 
hand's death. In her 
confession. 


she said Eastep iold her before 
Mrs. Easlep's death, that, he was 
going to poison his wife. Mrs. Eas- 
tep died about a month 
before 


Hughes was beaten to death. 
Eastop's confession was 
made 


shortly after his return here from 
the penitentiary to bo arraigned. 
He was taken to the penitentiary 
for safe-keeping after his arrest. 
Mrs. Hughes, also charged 
with 


murder in her 
husband's death, 


has been bold in jail hero. 


Sheriff Taylor said Eastep told 


him and other officers that he 
beat Hughes to death with a club, 
which he later burned. He main- 
tained that Mrs. Hughes poisoned 
his v/ife, according to prearranged 


plans in which she was to kill his 
wife and ho was to kill her hus- 
band so they could be married. 
Eastep said part of Mrs. Hughes' 


confession in which she said

ed some of the statements wore 
fabricated. 
He corroborated her story that 


he went to the Hughes homo ncnr

ihc pretense that their horses were 
in the corncrib. Mrs. Hughes was 
standing ton feet, away when

Sunset January 31 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—(Spl.) 


—The open season under the Fed- 
eral regulations for the hunting or 
shooling of wild ducks, wild guciic 
brant, coots, and Wilson's snipe or 
jacksnipc closes at sunset on Jan- 
uary 31, on Long Island, N. Y., 
and in New 
Jersey, 
Delaware, 


Maryland, the District of Colum- 
bia, 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 


North Carolina, 
South 
Carolina, 


Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississ- 
ippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. In various stales in other 
parts of the country Ihe season 
closed on December 31, January 7, 
or January 15. This information 
comes from the Biological Survey 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, which 
administers 


the Federal migratory bird treaty 
act and the regulations thereunder

HEALTH CONDITIONS IN 


THE UNITED STATES. 


•' 
A summary of health con- 


ditions in the United States 
'during the past fiscal year is 
jiicluded in a report recently 
submitted 
to 
Congress by 


Surgeon General H. S. Gum- 
ming of the Public 
Health 


Service. 
This report indi- 


cates that bubonic plague 
>vas reported in California 
and the Island of Hawaii 
during the fiscal year. 


Preliminary reports show 


that the birth rate in the 
.United States birth registra- 
tion area for the calendar 
year 1928 was lower than in 
1927, while the death rate 
was higher, The figures for 
births were: 1927, 20.7 per 
1,000, 1928, 19.7 per 1,000; 
for deaths, 1927, 
11.4 per 


1,000, .1928, 12.1 per 1,000. 
[The infant mortality rate for 
1928, 67.9 per 3,000 birth, 
Svas higher than in 1927, 
64.6 per 1,000 births. 


The outbreak of influen- 


za, which began in the spring 
of 1928, decreased as usual 
during the summer months 
and flared up into.epidemic 
proportions during the fall

The 
supreme court 
of 


Pennsylvania has ruled that 
a signal light at a street in- 
tersection 
indicating 
safe 


passage to the pedestrian is 
a guarantee upon which he 
may rely, relieving him of 
any other obligation to safe- 
guard himself. If the state 
tribunal meant a guarantee 
of the pedestrian's right of 
way, it was correct; 
if it 


meant a guarantee against 
personal injury or worse, it 
betrayed astonishing ignor- 
ance of the ways of motor 
traffic. 


Equally wrong was the 


lower court when it held 
that a green or "go" signal, 
while inviting the pedestrian 
to cross, did not absolve him 
of the duty of assuring him- 
self that vehicles were obey- 
ing it. It places no such du- 
ty upon the pedestrian for 
collection of damages for in- 
juries received 
because of 


too great faith in the effica- 
cy of traffic lights, but the 
duty remains if the pedes- 
trian values life and limb. 


Neither, as the appellate 


court holds, is the man on 
foot justified in assuming 
that obedience to municipal- 


will 
be 


enforced. 
If 
all 
drivers 


were alert, careful and obe- 
dient to the rules of safety, 
there would be no need for 
traffic lights. It is the ped- 
estrian who assumes that the 
car or truck will stop who 
wakes up in the 
surgical 


ward or never wakes up at 
all. 


Of course the pedestrian 


has the right to expect the 
driver to observe the red, 
and so has the driver a right 
to expect the pedestrian to 
observe 
the "stop" 
sign. 


And yet, judging from traf- 
fic casualties, even that is 
expecting too much. 


The courts have establish- 


ed the superior rights of the 
pedestrian, but that detracts 
not a whit from the truth of 
the apocryphal epitaph: 


Here lies buried William 


Gray, 


Who died defending his 


right of way. 


He was right—dead right 


—as he sped along, 


But just as dead as if he 


were wrong.

REJECTED FRIDAY 


DY SENATE VOTE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 


^-(JP)—After declining twice 
to approve tariffs on hides 
above the 10 per 
cent ad 


valorem duty carried in the 
Hawley-Smoot bill the sen- 
ate 
today voted to keep 


hides, leather and shoes on 
the free list. 


Senator Borah, of Idaho, a load- 
er of the western republican inde- 
pendents, Tvho supported the pro- 
posed increased ratc,pn hides mov- 
ed to eliminate all tariffs on hides, 
leather and shoes after the hide in- 
crease was denied. The proposal 
carried, 46 to 28. 
The westerners, who had fought 


for a higher rate on hides, turned 
against any duties for hides, leath- 
er and shoes after their defeat. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24— ff)-- 
The senate today rejected the Od- 
die proposal to 'increase the tariff 
on hides above the 10 per cent ad- 
valorem rate carried in the Haw- 
ley Smoot bill. Hides are now on 
the free list. The vote was 3D to 
31. 


The amendment offered by Sen- 
ator Oddie, 
Republican, Nevada, 
would have provided specific rates 
of five cents a pound on green 
hides and nine cents 
on 
cured 
hides, an estimated protection three 
or more times greater than that 
provided by the house and senate 
finance committee moasitrs. 


Pending further action the 10 per 
cent ad valorem rate on hides stays 
in the bill. 
Senator Oddic 
then offered a 
modified 
amendment to provide 
rates of four cents a pound on 
green and eight cents a pound on 
dried hides and demanded a record 
vote. 


The modified Oddio amendment 
also was voted down. 
The vote against the modified 


amendment wr.s 37 to 30.

gether to a football game. 


McNaughton testified Brady had 
been with Miss Highsmith drink- 
ing on the night of the killing 
and that he heard 
ascream and 


rushed outside to find Brady stand- 
ing over the wounded girl, a knife 
in his hand. 
Found Girl Dyinff 


McNaughon said he, Frank Gra- 


ham, Jr., and Miss Highsmith had 
returned to the McNaughton apart- 
ment where Brady had been eject- 
ed earlier in the evening and found 
Brady there again, 


McNaughton went into the house 


to telephone, heard a scream and 
ran outside where the girl lay dy- 
ing. 
Graham was there also, he 


testified. 


The three had returned to tho 


apartment for a portable phono- 
graph, he said. They had been vis- 
iting at the home of a Mrs. Martin. 


Miss Highsmith lived in the same 


house where the McNaughtons liv- 
ed.

F. Sullivan of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 


Interventions in behalf of 
the 
project were submitted by the M. 
K. & T. railroad and by the cham- 
bers of commerce of Abilene, Cross 
Plains, Waco and Houston. 
Op- 


posing it were the Texas & Pacific 
and Abilene & Southern railroads, 
and the Cisco chamber of com- 
merce. 
Frank Kell, Wichita Falls, presi- 


dent of the Abilene & Eastern and 
owner of 50 per cent of its stock, 
was the first witness and occupied 
Mic stand all morning. 
He testi- 


fied that he considered the project 
''feasible and quite worth whhe in 
every respect," basing his opinion 
on topographical surveys and per 
sonal inspection and knowledge of 
the territory to be served. 


He pictured the territory as 70 


per cent plow land, not now Having 
direct rail service, all of it a po- 
tential oil field, and he declared 
"the psychological effect of a new 
railroad will result in a large immi- 
gration movement into it." 


A Benefit to Abilene. 
He said he believed that bring- 
ing the line to Abilene would con- 
tribute greatly to tho city's com- 
mercial and industrial importance, 
accounting for a sufficient influx 
of new population to produce new 
tonnage of an amunt that would 
bring distinct benefit to existing 
carriers, including the Texas 
& 


Pacific. 
The same thing, he said,

Kell testified that owners of the 


Abilene & Eastern effecting a con- 
nection with the M. K. & T.

(/P)_The Texas ligislature 
saw the state's central peni- 
tentiary plant "at work'1 to- 
day. 
Of the 1,084 men be- 


hind the walls, less than half 
were employed. The others 
were whiling away the time 
in idleness. 


Among plans proposed for mod- 


ernizing 
and 
concentrating 
the 


penitentiary system—for which the 
special session was specifically con- 
vened—the rehabilitation of 
the 


present walls and equipment for in- 
dustrial activities have been men- 
tioned prominently. 


Huntsville has been headquarters 


of the system for 80 years. Gov- 
ernor Moody was with the more 
than one hundred legislators who 
went through the 
walla and gave 


minute inspection to tho inmates, 
their living conditions and facili- 
ties for keeping them at work. 


He was reluctant to make the 


trip through, because, he felt that 
there would bo scores of personal 
appeals for clemency, but the men 
did not bother him, being evident- 
ly taken by surprise and somewhat 
fascinated by the big group of vis- 
itors. 


"Death Row," where throe men 


await their 
turn 
in the electric 


chair, was one of the first places 
visited. The condemned men are 
Ofelio Herrerra, convicted of the 
murder of the sheriff of Mason 
county; E. V. Allen, participant in 
an Eastland county bank robbery 
and now awaiting a sanity hearing, 
and Percy 
Howard of El Paso 


county, charged with the murder 
of N. V. Nixon, service car driver. 


Herrerra was in jovial spirits and 


talked freely. 
His case is before 


the court of criminal appeals. Allen 
was asleep in his bunk and refused 
to remove the cover from his face. 
Howard has been in prison seven 
years awaiting the result of ap- 
peals. 
His execution is set for 


February 10, but has been extend- 
ed several times pending trial of 
an alleged 
accomplice to 
the 


crime. 


Inmates of the prison sleep two 


to the cell, about nine by 12 feet, 
the cell blocks being- in tiers three 
high. There is not room for all 
the men in the cells and hundreds 
sleep in the corridors, and until 
recently, before transferring some 
lo farms, it was necessary to make 
pallets on the floors. Sanitary fa- 
cilities arc inadequate and the ven- 
tilation very-bad. 


Hospital facilities are Inadequate, 


except that 
the operation room 


could be made modern with addi- 
tion of suitable X-ray equipment, 
according to Dr. C. W. Butler, in 
charge. 
There are no adjustable 


hospital beds. Sanitary conditions 
could 
be 
improved by installing 


needed sewage 
connections 
and 


providing more bathing facilities, 
he said. 


Tho shoe shop was working at 


capacity of 36 pairs daily. It would 
require equipment capable of turn- 
ing out 150 pairs daily to supply 
the needs. 


The electric chair wag harnessed
